] There are two specimens of Juncus art iculatus L. in the New England liotanical Club 
Herbarium collected by C. E. Perkins and mounted on one sheet. This formed a part 
of the Middlesex Institute Herbarium which was presented to the New England Botani¬ 
cal Club. One specimen from “Medford or Somerville near spring and quarry behind 
Winter Hill, Aug. 1, ISSl ’’ is named by I)r. C. W. Swan Juncus nodosus L. 'Die second 
specimen is labelled “Medford or vie. near Winter Hill, July 7, 1SS0.” Under tin* label 
Dr. Swan has written, “ Plants do not correspond precisely with description of J. nodosus 
in the Manual, hut are like specimens in herb. C. W. Swan, so named by Wm. Boott.” 
This explains the reference to J uncus nodosus in Dame & Collins, FI. Middlesex Co. 110 
(1S8S): "Medford (Wm. Boott; specimen in herb, of)." [W. D.]

A fourth Pints rigida for Coos County, Nk\y Hampshire. — 
I have a fourth specimen of Pitch Pine (Pinas rit/ida Mill.) to record 
from Coos County, New Hampshire (see Bhodora, xi. 21 (lOO'.l). 
Air. A. E. Philbrook of Philbrook Farm, Shelburne, in the south¬ 
eastern part of the county, found this fourth tree on his estate in 

February, 1900, and he showed it to me on Mav 14 of the same Year.

The tree is about 30 meters from the one first discovered, which was 
“on a wooded slope about 35 or 40 meters above the intervale," 
and is some 0 meters higher up. It is a good specimen measuring 
1.4 meters in circumference 12 decimeters above the ground, and is 
about IS meters liiirh. It is surrounded bv the forest trees, but not

undulv crowded by them, and is covered with cones though I was 

unable to find any seedlings or young trees near by. I preserved a 

specimen of the leaves for my herbarium. The rather surprising 

rarity of the Pitch Pine in Coos County may justify a printed record 

of this newly observed individual.— Waltkr Deane, Cambridge,
